HOUSING 

New  Dwellings 

The  number  of  permanent  houses  which  were 
completed  during  the  year  by  the  Council  numbered  36 
and  in  addition  53  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

At  the  31st  December  there  were  32  Council  Houses  and  39 
private  houses  in  course  of  erection 

Leicester  Road  Estate  -  Married  Quarters 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  the 
demolition  of  temporary  war-time  bungalows  and  during 
the  year  16  permanent  houses  were  provided 

HOUSING  ACT  1936  &  HOUSING  REPAIRS  &■  RENT  ACT  1954 

Clearance  Areas 

During  the  year  16  houses  were  contained  in  one 
clearance  area  on  the  Married  Quarters  Estate  and  one 
individually  unfit  house  was  demolished,

Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  continued  their  policy  of  making 
Improvement  Grants  for  the  improvement  of  properties 
and  during  the  year  22  grants  were  made- 

HOU  SING  -  GENERAL 


It  has  been  found  from  an  inspection  of  houses 
which  were  included  in  the  original  list  for  demolition 
or  closing  that  many  of  these  have  been  so  improved  that 
they  can  no  longer  be  termed  ''Houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation"  and  the  Council's  Officers  have  given  much 
advice  to  prospective  purchasers  of  sub-standard  property, 
but  as  houses  on  this  original  list  are  due  to  become 
vacant,  the  tenants  having  been  allocated  Council  Houses 
by  the  Council,  notices  of  the  Council  s  intention  to 
make  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  are  served  on  the 
owners  In  this  way  the  Council  obtain  control  of  the 

property  at  an  early  stage 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Misterton  Works,  Lutterworth 

No  shortage  of  water  was  experienced  and  a 
reasonable  supply  was  maintained  throughtout  the  year. 

The  tree  planting  on  the  gathering  ground  attached 
to  these  works  was  carried  out  and  a  further  seven  acres 
was  planted  with  conifers.  This  proposal  was  mentioned 

in  last  year’s  report. 

North  Eastern  Scheme 


The  scheme  for  the  extension  of  mains  to  the 
remaining  parishes  in  the  district  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  every  parish  in  the  rural  district  has  a 
piped  water  supply. 

In  addition  the  link  main  between  Dunton  Bassett 
and  Broughton  Astley  was  completed  and  it  was  then 
decided  that  Broughton  Astley  should  be  supplied  via  the 
Knaptoft  Reservoir  and  not  the  Enderby  Reservoir  as  hitherto. 

SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


For  the  information  of  the  Council  a  comprehensive 
report  was  prepared  showing  the  present  sanitary 
circumstances  in  all  villages  in  the  district  and  the 
Council  were  able  to  fix  a  priority  in  which  schemes 
should  be  carried  out  after  the  scheme  for  Broughton 
Astley  and  the  adjacent  parishes  is  completed.  When 

arriving  at  the  programme,  consideration  was  given  to  the 
extent  to  which  streams  and  watercourses  were  polluted 
and  from  which  public  water  supplies  were  drawn.  As 
and  when  circumstances  permit,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council 
will  proceed  with  further  sewage  disposal  works. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  Council  have 
given  an  incentive  to  owne  rs  to  connect  up  to  the  new 
sewers  which  have  been  laid  in  several  villages  by  making 
a  grant  of  half  the  cost  of  the  conversion  or  £10 
whichever  is  the  lesser  figure. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


No  change  in  the  number  of  licensed 
slaughterhouses  has  been  made  during  the  year  and  the 
Council ' 1  Officers  continue  to  give  100%  inspection  of
